in particu lar did not seem to cost 
mu ch more than half as mu ch as at 
home. 


In his home 
town 
the m eat and 
grocery b u siness is carried on b y a 
large nu m b er ot small stores. 
They 
rarely adv ertise their goods, and are 
content to ru n along in a small way, 
hav ing to get good 
prices 
to 
pay 
expenses. 


At the su m m er rpsort t*ie 
grocery 
and m eat b u siness was mostly done 
b y a large estab lishm ent. 
T he su m ­ 
m er people came 
to 
the store, paid 
cash, and carried away all b u t v ery 
heav y goods. 
There was no mou ntain 
of b ad deb ts to charge u p to paying 
cu stom ers. 
No wonder it cou ld and 
did sell cheap. 
The American town concentrates its 
places of b u siness in a congested dis­ 
trict. where a heav y rental m u st b e 
paid. 
It all comes ou t of the consu m ­ 
er.

SCHOOL PROBLEMS 


The opening of fall term of school 
is watched with keen interest b y the 
parents. 
They are anxiou sly inq u ir­ 
ing as to who the teachers are to b e, 
and how far they hav e the magical 
and too rare gift of interesting chil­ 
dren. 
This is a rem inder of the rem ark a 
school com m itteem an once made to a 
you ng teacher. 
She had complained 
that she fou nd her children inatten ­ 
tiv e. 
She was at her wits end to 
know what to do to keep the children 
at work. 
“Oh, all you hav e to do is ju st to in­ 
terest them in their stu dies,” was the 
reply, 
it is v ery easy to say, b u t 
thou sands of teachers find it infinite 
ly difficu lt to do. 
It can not b e said that the Little 
Red School Hou se of long ago was 
any m ore su ccessfu l in dealing with 
this prob lem. 
A v ery thorou gh drill 
was giv en 
in 
certain fu ndamentals. 
The pu pil made a v ery creditab le ap­ 
pearance on examination day, with his 
long repetition of tab les and ru les b y 
heart. 
Bu t there was too mu ch mem ­ 
ory work, and too little reasoning on 
the part of the pu pil. 
When the old-time school stu died 
history most of the pu pils learned to 
repeat the b ook b y heart. 
If they 
missed a word or a sentence it might 
so throw them off their track that 
they wou ld completely flu nk. They did 
not grasp the central idea of a para­ 
graph so that if they forget the par­ 
ticu lar phraseology they cou ld tell it 
in their own words. 
The modern school, with all its ex­ 
perim enting and freq u ent su perficial­ 
ity, does seem to interest the children 
b etter than the old school did. A great 
many teachers fail to do it, b u t if they 
are thu s lacking they u su ally hav e to 
qu it the b u siness. 
Their resu lts are 
too poor to meet modern needs. 
Usu ally the b right faces of the little 
learners show that they are not in­ 
different to their work, nor u nrespon­ 
siv e to a well qu alified teacher. 
The 
spirit of 
riv alry is a great thing to 
stir a class. 
If the you ngsters can b e 
got to think 
prob lems ou t for them ­ 
selv es, to discu ss the whys and w here­ 
fores, rather than 
to take w hat the 
text b ooks say so b lindly, there will 
b e life in the school.
